This is the advice given yes¬ 
terday by Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, 
county health officer, who points 
out that considerable illness and 
a number of fatalities result each 
fall from the use of heating ap¬ 
pliances which have not been in 
use for some time and which 
have been put back into service 
without an Inspection by some one 
competent to adjust them. 

"Trouble from this source arises 
from using old or Improperly ad¬ 
justed heaters in closed rooms 
where harmful products of incom¬ 
plete combustion may accumu¬ 
late,” Dr. Pomeroy declares.

There is nothing comforting in 
the statement of J. Edgar Hoover 
last week that over 19 per cent 
of all persons arrested this year 
have been under voting age. Ad¬ 
dressing the International Asso¬ 
ciation of Police Chiefs in San 
Francisco, the FBI director spoke 
plainly when he declared, “We 
cannot dodge the issue or argue 
that these facts result from youth¬ 
ful folly.” Equally true Is that 
strict law enforcement does not 
provide “a cure” for crime. Fac¬ 
ing the nation’s law enforcement 
officials Is the task not only of 
apprehending criminals, but of 
discovering how criminals are 
made, how and why youths start 
“to go wrong.”

As far as is known the first 
boys’ club to exist in Sierra Madre 
was Canterbury Castle, Knights 
of King Arthur, which I organized 
in January, 1908. At that time 
Sierra Madre had only about one- 
third its present population. It 
had two churches, not many out¬ 
side amusements, but it did have 
as now, a townful of boys who 
wanted something to do. 

At first Canterbury Castle had 
no regular home, its meetings be¬ 
ing held from house to house. Its 
first presiding officer, bearing the 
title of King Arthur, was William 
Wright, a boy of 12 and he was 
every inch a king. Some of the 
other knights were Don Baxter, 
Ian Banatlne, Gaylord and Leslie 
Burk, Arthur and Joseph Evans, 
Donald Graham, Norman Jen?en, 
Georee Norris. Norman O’.son, 
Hall Perry, Robert and Guy Stdai 
berger, Ralph Emerson and Au- 
ville and Eldred Yule. Hall Perry, 
who has continuously resided 
here, was the yoimgest knight. 
All these boys were Americans 
except Ian Banantine who was an 
interesting lad from far away 
Scotland. 

A few months later the man¬ 
agement of this club was passed 
to Mrs. Jessica Wright, who was 
Sierra Madres' popular postmis¬ 
tress for many years. Under her 
able leadership Canterbury Castle 
grew and soon built its own 
small clubhouse on a vacant lot 
near where the present city hall 
is located. 

During this same year another 
boys’ club was formed in Sierra 
Madre calling itself the “Order of 
Scouts.” This is not to be con¬ 
fused with the “Boys Scouts of 
America” which at that time was 
not in existence. ’These two clubs 
continued for a few years, serving 
the purpose for which they were 
created; and in turn were suc¬ 
ceeded by other organizations.

Cali¬ 
fornia banks cannot take war¬ 
rants, wholesalers will not, mem¬ 
bers of the Retail Merchants As¬ 
sociation therefore say they can¬ 
not, and it is obvious that others 
will not continue long for lack 
of lawful money. 

The fact that this plan to sup¬ 
port those unemployed over 50 
will take more money that the to¬ 
tal employed in the state earn, is 
only one of some half-dozen rea¬ 
sons which doom this scheme to 
bankruptcy.

nated men who cannot be con¬ 
trolled or eliminated until 1944. 
It directs California to turn over 
immediately to them $700,000 in 
cash. It authorizes them to or¬ 
ganize a bank which it becomes 
mandatory for the State to use as 
sole depository. (State funds are 
now under the law deposited with 
banks and fully secured by high- 
class bonds and scrutinized by 
state and national bank examin¬ 
ers.) It requires the State to Is¬ 
sue $20,000,000 m bonds, the pro¬ 
ceeds of which are to be turned 
over to them. 

In short, if passed on November 
7, this bill will turn over all 
State funds to a bank operating 
outside the State Banking liws, 
by men who are not responsible 
to any of our regular constituted 
authorities. 

'They cannot be impeached by 
the people, controlled by the State 
Banking Departments, the courts, 
the Legislature, or the Govenor. 
It does, without question, create a 
dictatorship in California. It will 
produce chaos and la unthinkable.

Vacations which wiil he long 
remembered were enjoyed this 
I year by Miss Anna Schurman 
and her niece and brother, Miss 
Louise and George Schurman, who 
are back at their home, 50 Mor¬ 
ton avenue.

But the 
hot weather and rain must have 
penetrated its deep sleep and 
awakened it, for it came back 
to life long enough to bear two 
beautiful roses. 


Peach and plum trees are 
blossoming, walnut trees are 
throwing out young shoots and 
all manner of strange and un¬ 
usual things are reported in the 
gardens and orchards of Sierra 
Madre since summer made its 
second visit of the year. 

A plum tree in the garden of 
Mrs. Clara Rood Akeley’s home 
on East Alegria avenue has spring 
fever and surprised everyone in 
the neighborhood by bursting out 
with white blossoms— even new 
leaves. March is the month when 
plum trees ordinarily blossom in 
California. 

It seems there is an explana¬ 
tion of these off season happen¬ 
ings set forth by E. R. Eggers 
orchard supervisor at UCLA. He 
uses walnut trees as an example 
since several of the 30 trees in 
the university orchard are send¬ 
ing out tender new shoots. Mrs. 
Akeley’s walnut tree is doing the 
the same thing.
